We proposed, also, that these 
plants and equipment be trans- 
ferred to the countries which 
Germany had devastated in order 
that they might be aided in re- 
building their lives. 


To these proposals, our Allies— 
Russia, Britain and France— 
agreed. They agreed, also, that 
during the period that Germany 
was occupied by Allied troops, 
the four zones should be treated 
as an economic unit. This would 
make it easier for Germany to 
become self-sustaining, thus re 
removing the necessity for the 
taxpayers of the United States 
and the other occupying powers 
to help support the Germans in 
order to prevent disease and un- 
rest. 


All this sounded very intelli- 
gent and logical. In fact, it was 
—and is—intelligent and logical. 
But: It isn’t being carried out. 

We have not been able to per- 
suade all of our Allies to go for. 
ward with the agreed-upon re- 
movals of plants and equipment 
from Germany. We have not been 
able to persuade all of our Allies 
to take plants, instead of current 
production, as reparations. And, 
we have not been able to persuade 
all of our Allies to operate Ger- 
many as an economic unit. 

This means that, instead 
Germany being deprived of the 
industry with which to re-arm for 
war, that industry is remaining in 
Germany—a threat that will be- 
come greater and greater unless 
it is removed. 

Every American citizen should 
understand that this condition 
creates the peril that we shall 
repeat the same blunder that we 
made in 1919—that we shall help 
Germany arm for World War III. 

If we can persuade our Allies 
to join us in carrying out the 
terms of the Potsdam Agreement, 
we can end this peril. An Ameri- 
can public which knows the facts 
and the dangers will be the most 
powerful support that United 
States representatives can have 
in their efforts to do the persuad- 
ing.

Hospitals Here Face 
Long Waiting Lists 


A woman waited three days for an Atlanta hospital bed and | 
died three hours after she had her turn at it. 


A little boy, des- 


perately ill, waited two days for a chance at a hospital bed, and died 


waiting. 


A sick woman in Rabun Gap, suffering a brain tumor, 


room but could not get it until she was too sick to be brought here 


for her chance at life. 


These tragedies occur every 
week in Atlanta, where no hos- 
pital is without its long waiting 
list, where every ward is filled 
to overflowing, and aisies are 
often makeshift quarters for 
emergency patients. 

“Tt makes you feel like a crim- 
inal,” said Miss Genevieve Gar- 
ren, Director of Nursing at Pied- 
mont Hospital, Saturday, “to turn 
down sick people who have been 
your friend or the friend of your 
institution for years. Some of 
them don’t understand it, either. 

The city’s congested hospital 
conditions are not new, but never 
in the memory of doctors and 
nurses has the long line of pa- 
tients seemed so needy. 
VARIOUS EXPLANATIONS 


They explain it variously. At- 
lanta has a greater population 
than it has ever had before. The 
men are back from the wars. Ba- 
bies are being born. Everybody 
has more money ... enough to 
attend to their chronic ailments. 
There are few servants to help 
the average families and they 
seek out hospitals as their only 
chance for care while they are 
bedridden. 

R. F. Whitaker, Superintendent 
of Emory Hospital, said his institu- 
tion ‘“‘can’t begin to meet the de- 
mand for hospital beds,” and add- 
ed that there are names on the 
waiting list for every department. 

“We are at least 1,000 beds 
short in Atlanta,” he said. 

Maternity cases, once kept 12 
days before dismissal, are now 
being shuttled out of Emory on 
the sixth day, and time is being 
cut on convalescent time in other 
departments wherever it is possi- 
ble and practical.

Peace Parley's Week of Progress 
- Shows Three Paragraphs Approved 


PARIS, Aug. 24—(4)—The Con- 
ference of Paris closed the fourth 
week of its deliberations on the 
peace treaties Saturday, and the 
record showed some progress. 

Three paragraphs, a total of 135 
words, were approved. 

Something over 55,000 
are left, in all the treaties. 

Since it required the particu- 
lar committee which achieved 


these results a little less than five 
hours to do it, the mathematicians 
at the Palace of Luxembourg 
calculated the Conference can 
continue well over a year, at the 
same rate. 

The three paragraphs were in 
the treaty with Italy, but not in 
the body of the treaty, just the 
preamble. 

They did not pass without a 
fight. The four hours-plus were 
consumed in a furious struggle 
over whether to delete the words 
“Italy declared a war of aggres- 
sion and entered into war,” and 
to substitute “Italy undertook a 
war of aggression.” 

Meanwhile, the heads of two 
cCelegations left Paris, and a third 
completed his plans to leave. 
Czechosliovakia’s Jan Masaryk and 
Australia’s Dr. H. V. Evatt de- 
parted during the week. Canada’s 
Prime Minister MacKenzie King 
was scheduled to go Sunday, turn- 
ing over the work to his subordi- 
nates. 

It is generally believed in Paris 
that before many more weeks 
have passed most of the chief 
Gelegates will have gone home.

I am accused of supporting or sympathizing with the 


present underground movement, or Partisans in the Forest, in Po- 
land, but I want to stress that I not only do not support them, but 
regard any armed opposition as nonsensical in the present circum- 


tances. 

If it were possible for me to in- 
fluence the Polish people now, I 
would ask them to cease armed 
resistance—a policy which creates 
only danger for the people and 
has no chance of success. 

Poland’s future depends on 
whether the Russian NKVD and 
Soviet influences generally can be 
removed from the country, and if 
Polish people can truly express 
their will. 

As long as the present pro- 
visional government, which has 
been imposed on the Polish people, 
is in power, and as long as the will 
of the country is thwarted by a 
foreign power, I can see no future 
for the country. 

Vice Premier Mikolajczyk 
(Peasant Party leader) made a 
mistake. He over-estimated his 
own strength, and he misjudged 
Russia because he believed that 
the only thing the Soviet Union 
wanted was to safeguard her own 
security. He did not believe Stalin 
would interfere in Polish internal 
affairs or attempt to Sovietize the 
country by force if only there 
were a government friendly to 
Moscow in Warsaw. 

He did not think that “Com- 
munist” and “friendly” meant the 
same thing therefore he became a 
test case concerning real Soviet 
intentions — not only in Poland, 
but in all of Eastern Europe.

The defense protested the treas- 
ure had been illegally seized by 
the Army “without a seareh war- 
rant and without permission of 
the owner of the house.” 

Maj. John D. Salb, of the Army 
Provost Marshal's office in Wash- 
ington, D. C., produced a note 
which he said was written and 
signed by the 43-year-old former 
Phoenix, Ariz., country club man- 
ager during an interrogation in 
Chicago last June 3. 

Capt. Durant was being detained 
at the time in connection with 
the disappearance of the jewels 
valued at $1.500.000 and later was 
charged with larceny, embezzle- 
ment and conspiracy. 

The note read: 

“To Eileen, Jack, her husband 
Col. Jack W. Durant, or David, 
Maj. David F. Watson. 

“I have confessed to having the 
box of jewels which I hid in the 
attic. Will you give same to officer 
carrying this note? Our code, 
‘Cemetery,’ goes. Sorry to cause 
you so much trouble. I don't want 
you to worry about me any long- 
er. Love, Bonnie.” 

With this note, Salb said he 
recovered 193 items of the jewel 
eoliection in the home of Capt. 
Durant s sister, Mrs. Eileen Lon- 
ergan. in Hudson. The code word. 
he said, was an agreed-upon signal 
to send her, Capt. Durant, the 
Hesse crown jewels. 

NONCOM TESTIFIES 

Earlier another prosecution wit- 
ness, Roy C. Carlton, of Kilgore, 
Texas, testified that he and two 
Germans “at Capt. Durant's or- 
cers” dug up the jewel box in the 
cellar of Kronberg Castle and then 
“the four of us—Capt. Durant, the 
two Germans and I—carried the 
contents” to her room. 

Carlton, a former mess sergeant 
ana assistant to Capt. Durant in 
managing the Castle as an officers’ 
ciub, also said that he had seen 
Col. Durant and Maj. Watson, both 
of whom are being detained for 
trial in connection with the same 
case “Four or five times weekly” 
at the castle and “once or twice 
a week” in Capt. Durant’s room 
“After the jewel box had been 
taken there.”’ 

CONSPIRACY? 

Over objections of the defense, 
the prosecution said it was at- 
tempting to establish there was a 
conspiracy involved. 

The defense charged that Army 
investigators had “made an illegal 
search and seizure” in the Loner- 
gan home on the night of June 3. 

Overruled, the defense asked 
and received leave to produce at 
nm later time the owner of the Hud- 
ron house in support of its conten- 
tions that the Army “confined and 
threatened” the Lonergans before 
Salb arrived and established an 
armed guard around the house. 

Under crossexamination. Salb 
admitted Mrs. Lonergan “was very 
upset, nervous and excited” when 
he arrived to take the jewels. He 
said he didn’t know if it was be- 
cause of “mental pressure” by 
Army questioners. 

Salb denied searching the house 
but said that Mrs. Lonergan “vo)- 
untarily” turned over the jewels.

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IRON CURTAIN RUNG DOWN? 


Litvinotf Firing a Blow 
To Red-U. 8. Co-operation

WASHNGTON, Aug. 24—(#)—The “release” of Maxim Litvinoff 


from his duties as Soviet Deputy 


Foreign Minister was interpreted 


by American diplomats Saturday as a blow at Russian co-operation 
with the United States and Britain. 


Simultaneously there came to 
light even more specific instances 
of a vast movement by the Stalin 
regime to tighten its hold over 
the Russian people and exclude 
Western powers, including the 
United States, from knowledge of 
what is going on in the Soviet 
Union. 

The United States is directly 
concerned with this because at 
the request of the Russian Gov- 
ernment, it was learned, Ameri- 
can Naval attaches have been 
withdrawn from the ports of 
Archangel and Vladivostok. ‘She 
attache in Odessa is being al- 
lowed to remain there only tem- 
porarily because he is needed to 
check UNRRA -ships in and out 
as a representative of American 
interests. 

FEW STILL THERE 


The restrictions on United 
States representatives in Russia 
leave only the attache in Odessa, 
the embassy in Moscow and a con- 
sulate in Viadivostok. Authorities 
here disclosed that the Russians 
thus far have turned a deaf ear 
to requests to open American con- 
sulates in various other Russian 
cities. They will not even answer 
inquiries on the subject, it was 
stated. 

The result is that Washington 
authorities are seriously consider- 
ing slapping a “get-out order” on 
some Russian consulates in this 
country, but no decision has been 
made yet. 

The Litvinoff announcement, 
coming against this background 
of recent incidents and on top of 
the conflicts over Turkey, Iran, 
Poland and the Balkans, and in 
the midst of the Yugoslav dispute, 
was not unexpected at the State 
Department. 

Officials said that weeks ago 
Litvinoff’s name failed to appear 
on the published list of the Col- 
legium, directing committee, of 
the Moscow Foreign Office and 
that was taken as a tipoff that he 
was on the way out. 

PARTY PURGE 

Official word of Litvinoff's re- 
lease arrived here concurrent with 
reports of a new Communist Party 


purge in the Ukraine, uncon- 
firmed rumors of purges else- 
where, and such recent develop- 
ments as the loudly proclaimed 
suppression of a Leningrad lit- 
erary magazine. 


The magazine was banned for 
alleged reflection of Western 
thinking on artistic matters to the 
injury of the Soviet idea that art 


should serve a political purpose. 


What all this adds up to, Amer- 
ican officials said, is evidence of 
the growth of an intense nation- 
alism in Russia concurrent with a 
terrific tightening of control over 
the country by the Stalin Gov- 
ernment. 

Litvinoff was a symbol of oppo- 
sition to such movements, in the 
American view.

Vegetables and fruits literally 
—. into Atlanta’s wholesale 

it and vegetable market dur- 
ing July to set a record at the 
market for the heaviest monthly 
wnload since the first of the year. 

Truck and rail unloads during 
July, according to the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
amounted to 3,100 carloads, ap- 
proximately 20 percent more than 
in July, 1945. The July volume 
also exceeded heavy June unloads 
which totaled 3,005 cars. 

Georgia's farms accounted for 
more than 50 percent of the vol- 
ume reaching the market during 
July. Principal Georgia-produced 
farm commodities were peaches, 
watermelons, cantaloupes and 
beans. 

Fruit and vegetable unloadings 
et the market during the first half 
of 1946 amounted to 14,000 car- 
loads as compared with 12,000 car- 
loads the first half of 1945. 

Florida receipts dropped off 
sharply in July as hot weather set 
in. and in addition to the heavy 
volume of produce from Georgia 
farms, seasonal shipments from 
the Carolinas and California in. 
creased. Banana unloads were the 
heaviest in three years, totaling 
249 cars in July. Topping the list 
for volume during July were wa 
termeions which reached 1,500 
carioads.

Gen. Bradley said one out of 
four, or more than 3,000,000 vet- 
_erans, have applied for certificates 
indicating eligibility for some 
form of education and training. 

More than 1,000,000 veterans 
already are qualified, and Brad- 
ley estimated about one-fourth of 
those taking on-job training would 
be affected by the new ceiling. 


He said he belié¢ved Congress 
intended only to help those who 


men making more than $200 need- 
ed aid in obtaining an education | 
or training. 

In a statement Saturday Cmdr. 
Hardy said that under the new 
ceiling rule a veteran can actually 
/ raise his “take-home pay” by per- 
suading his private employer to 
cut his salary. 

This is because the Government 
subsistence pay is tax-free; salary 
from private employers is not. 

Clinton Golden, Chairman of 
‘the CIO Veterans’ Committee, said 
in an editorial prepared for a CIO 
paper that the new law “places 
the high-wage employers at a dis- 
advantage.” 

He said that the steel industry 
pays $167.25 a month to begin- 
ners, which allows a man to draw 
only $7.75 in Government subsis- 
tence payments. His beginner’s 
pay is increased regularly and in 
a few weeks the veteran .is en- 
titled to no subsistence. 

The “three jokers” in the bill,

Continued From First Page 
been followed, I believe we would 
have no inflation today.” 

The Senator advocated the grad- 
ual elimination of all controls on 
trading, commerce, the end of ra- 
tioning as soon as possible, the de- 
control of prices, “until we move 
back into a free, competitive mar- 
ket once more.” 

“We must reduce taxes, but do 
it gradually. We must reduce the 
national debt gradually. Level tar- 
iffs. Take the Federal Reserve out 
of the open money market. Re- 
establish free trade. People have 
got to feel there is some hope of 
profit after taxes. We must stop 
overcontrolling, over examining, 
overinvestigating.” 

He discussed the British loan

TO HIND COMMUNISM 

“I’m not certain it was not a 
mistake,” he said, “but we had no 
choice. Unless there is some buf- 
fer state to stand against Com- 
munism, it will spread over the 
world. It’s threat is real, under- 
standable, tangible. If England 
continues to buy and sell as a 
state, commerce with Great Brit- 
ain will be little better than with 
the Soviet. 

“We have tried to establish in- 
ternational currency by the Bret- 
ton Woods Fund and by direct 
loans.

However, some of them 
are now engaged in transforming 
their hobby into a business. 

H. J. Scarborough, of 1653 Mel- 
rose Dr., S. W., publicity director 
for the club, is himself a rabbit 


breeder whose experience has cOn- 
vinced him of the profit-making as- 
pects of the business. For some 
years past engaged in rabbit breed- 
ing as a hobby, he has found it so 
profitable that he is preparing to 
go into the business in a big way. 
He says he finds a ready market 
for all the rabbit meat and all the 
pelts he can produce. At present, 
he has 200 rabbits in his hutches. 
ANGORA SPECIALIST 

Most breeds of rabbits, says 
Scarborough, are useful for their 
meat and for their pelts, but an- 
other breed, the Angora, is also 
valuable for wool. One breeder, 
Floyd Davis, President of the At- 
lanta Rabbit Breeders’ Club, spe- 


cializes in Angoras, clips them and 
sells the wool on a ready market. 
Davis now lives near Jonesboro. 

“Rabbit breeding is almost an 
ideal business for a person who 

doesn’t want to invest much money 
|at the start,” explained Scarbor- 
'ough. “You can raise rabbits any- 
where you can raise chickens and 
the cost is about the same. Yet 
they are far less trouble than 
chickens and much less susceptible 
to disease. Anybody who can 
make money with chickens can 
make more money with less work 
and worry with rabbits. That’s 
why I think it’s a coming business 
'in this area.” 

Scarborough, in the meat-pack- 
ing business, got into the rabbit 
| business more or less by accident. 
HOW HE STARTED 
| “When we first moved down 
here to Melrose Drive, I wanted 
to make some use of our large 
backyard. So, as I’m fond of hunt- 
ting, I built a place for my bird 
dogs. Then the war came along 
and shells got scarce. As a result 
I got rid of my dogs. 

“Then, I looked around for 
something else to occupy my spare 
time. About three and one-half 
years ago, I hit upon the idea of 
breeding rabbits. My total capital 
expense is around $1,200. Yet 
I’ve sold enough rabbits to show a 
small profit.”

330. At present the area consumes 
about 100,000 rabbits each week. 
In 1945 the same area consumed 
3,418,100 “fryer” rabbits. 

A “fryer” rabbit is a young ani- 
mal about six weeks old. In the 
Los Angeles area, the figures show 
that the people eat almost as many 
“fryer” rabbits as they do broiler 
chickens and “fryer” chickens put 
together. 

“And that’s easy to explain,” 
commented Scarborough.

Sun Tan Doesn't Fade 
In Winter--Skin Peels! 


Dr. Wendt, formerly Dean of Pennsylvania State College, has 
been science consultant for the University of Chicago as well as for 
Time, Life and Fortune Magazines.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24—(NANA)—Q. Why does a Summer tan fade 
during the Winter time? 

A. The tanned skin, pigmented by melanin, really does not 
fade. The pigment, once formed, remains until the skin is slowly 
shed. In some persons, skin growth and skin shedding are rapid, 
so tan disappears in a few weeks. In others, the process is slow 
and may take years. But in all cases there is a regular replace- 
ment of the outer skin by new layers growing from beneath, 


©. How does the ballet dancer prevent diaziness during her 
pirouette? 

A. A ballet dancer comes out of her pirouette with a quick jerk 
of her head in the opposite direction—and thus avoids dizziness. 
The brain gets its sensation of motion and balance from the tiny 
canals in the inner ear, where liquids pile up on one side when 
the dancer spins. When she stops, the ear fluids continue their 
offside pressure so the sensation of motion persists. But a quick 
jerk of the head sends the fluids back to normal position and re- 
moves the dizziness. 


©. What makes a pitcher of ice water “sweat’’? 

A. When a pitcher of ice water becomes coated with moisture 
on a Summer day, it does not “sweat.” The moisture is dew. 
Hot Summer air usually contains much water vapor. When the 
air is cooled by contact with the cold pitcher, it no longer can 
hold so much water vapor, and the excess is deposited on the 
surface. That is how the excess is deposited on the surface. That 
is how dew forms on grass on cool nights after humid days. 


©. Why do metals feel cold to the touch? 

A. Metals and most rocks, because they are good conductors of 
heat, feel cold to the touch Winter and Summer, while wood and 
cloth do not. When you touch a metal or stone surface, the heat 
from your finger is instantly conducted away. When you touch 
wood or cloth, the spot you touch quickly becomes as warm as your 
finger, and after that draws no more heat from your finger. The 
spot doesn’t feel cold; in fact, isn’t cold. Wood and cloth are not 


heat conductors, but heat insulators. 


@. Should you study the night before an exam? 

A. A lesson just learned—to prepare for a coming examination, 
for instance—can be remembered better and longer when asleep 
than when awake, All activities between study time and exam 
time tend to erase the new knowledge. In sleep the memory per- 
sists longer and can be used better on awakening.

“Tl favor the union of all Christian churches ... It is foolish to 
plead for a United Nations when there is no union of brethren of the 


same faith...’ 


That statement comes from the Rev. John Moore Walker, Bishop 
of the Episcopal Diocese of Atlanta. 


“A divided church is a diluted 
church ... I believe the realiza- 
tion that we are living in one 
world will bring people to realize 
the urgent need for one 
church...” 

Those words were spoken by 
the Rev. Milton Richardson, Rec- 
tor of St. Luke’s Episcopal Church 
in Atlanta. 

“If all Christian churches were 
united, they could accomplish any- 
thing they wished to accom- 
an ss 

And that is the view of a lay- 
man, Judge Edgar E. Pomeroy, 
Chancellor of the Diocese of At- 
lanta. 

This trio of Atlanta Episco- 
palians will go to Philadelphia 
next month as delegates to the 
triennial General Convention of 
the Episcopa! Church. There they 
will throw their influence and 
support in favor of a proposed 
merger of the Episcopal and the 


Northern Presbyterian Churches. 


“The merger of these two de- 
nominations would be a step in 
the right direction,” said Bishop 
Walker, “but I would like to see a 
completely united Christendom.” 

Although there will be no defi- 
nite action on the merger at next 
month's convention, delegates will 
vote on a committee report ask- 
ing that the question of union of 
the two churches be referred to 
the various dioceses and congrega- 
tions across the country for study 
during the next three years. 

“Surely there can be no harm 
in studying the merger issue,” the 
Bishop pointed out. 

The Episcopal-Presbyterian mer- 
ger is one of two vital questions 
which will be taken up at the 
General Convention Sept. 10-20. 
‘The other question has to do with 
# proposed amendment to the 
marriage canon of the Episcopal 
Church, which would permit, in 


some instances, a church-sanc- 


tioned remarriage of a divorced 
person. 

At present an Episcopal clergy- 
man cannot solemnize the mar- 


riage of a divorced person, except | 


in cases where the divorce was 
obtained on the grounds of adul- 
tery. 

Under the proposed revision of 
the canon, each case would be 
studied by an Episcopal board, and 
a judgment would be rendered on 
the merits of the individual case. 
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Although he disclaims being “an 
ecclesiastical politician,” Bishop 
Walker said he was certain there 
will be some “hot opinions” voiced 
on the merger and remarriage 
questions at the Convention. 

“But my hope is that those who 
are in favor of considering the 
merger will come out on top,” he 
said. “If our Convention acts fa- 
vorably on the question, the Pres- 
byterians will take it up at their 
General Assembly. 

“The idea is that by uniting, the 
two denominations would con- 
tribute what they have to a com- 
mon pot, without sacrificing those 
things which they consider of first 
importance. 

“It is clearly true that the Holy 
Spirit of God has been operating 
through the Presbyterian Church 
just as through the Episcopal 
Church , . . Or, for that matter, 
through the Baptist Church or 
the Methodist Church or the 
Catholic Church. The Christian 
Church should be the conscience 
of the world, but being in a state 
of division, its power is weak- 
ened.” 

Regarding the proposed revi- 
sion of the marriage canon, Bish- 
op Walker said he would favor 
an amendment permitting mar- 
riage of a divorced person, after 
a board had found that the couple 
truly intended to make theirs a 
Christian marriage. 

“We don’t want to countenance 
barnyard morality and promis- 
cuous divorce,” Bishop alker 
said, “but we don’t believe every 
case of divorce should make it 
impossible for either person to re- 
marry. Considering each case on 
its merits seems more in the 
spirit of Jesus Christ than hide- 
bound legislation. After all, Jesus 
was not primarily a law-giver.” 

Although the Rev. Milton Rich- 
ardson, rector of St. Luke’s, is 
“very much in favor of a reunion 
of Christendom,” and although 
he would be prepared to make 
many concessions to achieve that 
union, he stressed that he would 
not favor “union at any price.” 

The Rev. Mr. Richardson thinks 
it will take “a long, long time” 
for a union of all churches to 
come to pass, but he emphasizes 


that it is a goal much to be desired. 


He said that if the Episcopa- 
lians and Presbyterians succeed in 
merging, it will be a milestone of 
the first importance in history. 


The St. Luke’s rector also fa- 


-vors a revision of the marriage 


canon, but he said he would pre 


fer that the bishop of each dio- 
cese decide upon “the merits of 
the case,” rather than a board, as 


the committee has recommended. 
Judge Edgar E. Pomeroy, like 


the two clergymen questioned, 


believes that it would be “a splen- 


did thing” if all churches were 


united. He is going to vote in fa- 
vor of considering the Episcopal- 
Presbyterian merger. Both de 


nominations would be strength- 
ened by the union, he believes. 


Judge Pomeroy, who has had a

SAVANNAH, Aug. 24—“Opera- 
tions Zipper,” one of the largest 
peacetime military defense pro}- 
ects ever attempted in the na- 
tion's Naval history, is under way 
here, and some of Savannah's | 
large industrial concerns are play- 
ing a part in the operations.

The question of the peacetime 
use of this gigantic fleet, Navy of- 
ficials here explained, was one of 
the most important problems fac- 
ing the Navy after the defeat of 
| Japan, 

The Navy's preservation and in- 
activation program for ships sur- 
plus to peacetime needs, a pro- 
gram which was later to become 
known to American gobs and ship- 
yard workers as “Operations Zip- 
per,” was one of the chief an- 
swers to that question. 

The main headquarters of the 
program are at Charleston, where 
'since late in 1945 Charleston Naval 
Shipyard officials have had charge 
of preservation and inactivation 
plans for disposal of the Sixteenth 
Fleet, a ready reserve consisting 
mainly of destroyers. 

In addition to the work on de- 
stroyers, the Charleston and Sa- 
| Vannah units are actively engaged 
‘in preserving various types of 
vessels of the Florida group of 
the Sixteenth Fleet, including de- 
stroyer escorts, destroyer trans- 
ports, landing ships, tanks and 
tugs.

History 


Georgia schoolmen, always 
plagued by a teacher shortage, 
now are faced with the most criti- 
cal personnel problem in_=s the 
State’s educational history, Dr. J. 
I, Allman, Assistant State School 
Superintendent, has revealed. 


Colleges are turning out fewer 
teachers, Housewives who taught 
for the duration have mustered 
themselves out, Thousands of 
other teachers are turning to bet- 
ter paying fields. 

These factors all add up to a 
colossal educational headache, de- 
spite the recent 50 percent State 
raise in teacher pay. 


One of the main causes for the 
present crisis, Dr. Allman said, is 
the return of the “wvolunteer” 
teacher to her duties at home. 
Teachers for the duration, these 
women now have mustered them- 
selves out of service. 

Then, too, last year’s crop of 
new teachers amounted only to 
445, Dr. Allman reported, while 
those who left the teaching pro- 
fession for the same period, white 
and Negro, totaled about 7,000. 

In other fields, young women 
are getting more money by clerk- 
ing, doing stenographic work and 
countless other tasks, causing the 
teaching profession to become less 
and less popular. 

Although the new pay schedule 
gives Georgia a higher teacher sal- 
ary scale than any other South- 
eastern State, it has not become 
sufficiently stabilized to attract 
many Georgians who are now 
teaching in the other Southern 
States. 

“But we are beginning to get 
inquiries,”” Dr, Allman commented. 
“They want to come home.” 

He explained that Georgia 
teachers now have a 50 percent

Vet Has Bill 
Signed by 
Top Nazis 


Leroy Taylor, 32-year-old Army 
veteran, brought home from Ger- 
many a 20-mark note in invasion 
money. The value of this bill is 
greatly enhanced by a few words 
scrawled on its face. 

The words are the signatures of 
Adm. Erich Raeder, grand admiral 
of the German Navy: Hermann 
Goering, the No. 2 Nazi; Julius 
Streicher, Nazi editor of the anti- 
Jewish paper; Ernst Kaltenbrun- 
ner, Nazi chief of the Security Po- 
lice; Walther Funk, economic min- 
ister and president of the Reichs- 
bank, and Gen. Wilhelm Keitel, 
field marshal and chief of the high 
command. 

Taylor obtained this imposing 
array of autographs of top Nazis 
when he was stationed in Nuern- 
berg during the trials of the War 
Crimes Commission.

DeKalh’s Scott Candler 


Laundry Fire Damage Loss Is Undetermined 
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By DORIS LOCKERMAN 

Out in Decatur they say Scott Candler runs DeKalb County 
with one hand, and uses the other to stir up ways to make his 
job more complicated. 

They say he is a home-grown ball of fire, a human bulldozer, 
old man Brer Fox himself to those who figure to outsmart him, and 
that his peculiar mixture of dry humor, hard business sense, and 
his reliable use of the words yes and no, draws industrial develop- 
ment like country flies to cane syrup. 

At high tide, his little corner office in the basement of the 
DeKalb County Courtheuse, presents a traffic hazard to the 
unwary. Callers push in and out of his office like a turnstile. 


With a memory like an FBI file, Candler hears one appeal 
and decides how to handle it while he talks into a telephone about 
a culvert for a farm out in Lithonia, meantime dictating an order 
to his secretary, Mrs. Margaret Goode. 

His office force, accustomed to his amazing energy, says he 
solves the problems of his constituents at his desk, and plans 
for the future of the county on his infrequent walks to the water 
cooler. 

Working thus from 8 a. m. till 6 p. m. each day, Candler says 
he loves his job. 

“I like it fine,” he says. 
worry me to death.” 

The courthouse sages, who admire Candler to a man, say he is 
personally responsible for the prodigious growth of DeKalb County 
in recent years, both culturally and industrially. They say new busi- 
ness site seekers can’t resist him when he leaves his office and 
gives them a personally-conducted tour of the county's: opportun)- 
ties, striding ahead of visitors with blueprints and folding money, 
drawling out chapter and verse of such details as water supply, 
sewage disposal, sanitary facilities and tax rates. 

The latter details, they add, are put down in black and white 
by letter after the verbal account. Candler’s decisions can be de- 
pended upon. 

To prove his worth, Decatur people point to the burgeoning 
plan for Soldiers Field at Memorial Park, a proposal Candler has 
been bringing to the point of reality while other civic leaders have 
spent 10 years murmuring hopefully about the community's needs 
for an adequate gathering place. i 

They beckon towards neighboring Doraville, a retiring little 
village now bustling like a boom town with General Motors $7,- 
500,000 plant and the United States Envelope Company's $300,000 
one: to Chamblee’s Boyle-Midway Company with its $300,000 
to spend, and to DuPont's $3,000,000 varnish and paint develop- 
ment unit at Tucker. Sherwin-Williams is going to build a plant 
on one of several sites—each of them in DeKalb County. 

Candler himself is perhaps the only person in DeKalb County 
who offers to share credit for these developments with anyone else. 
He says the Seaboard Railway and the Southern Railroad deserve 
most of the glory. 

Singularly, you have to go outside DeKalb County to hear that 
buck-passing argument of the cynics: “Sure, he’s a one-man 
tator.”’ 

Candler. keen, rusty-haired, his blue eyes twinkling at his 
thoughts way up yonder ahead of the suggestion, says: 

“Well, 1 don’t like red tape, and we don’t have any red tape. 
A one-man commission is able to make agreements and keep them. 
Then the people know where to fix the blame, if mistakes are 
mace 

Thus far, Candler has spent 58 amicable years with the people 
of DeKalb, eight of them as Commissioner. He was recently re-

He found himself running DeKalb County at one of its most _ yn nh 
.. the heyday of WPA and its problems. Candler 
handled that. With his shrewd ability as a dealer, he wangled 
projects for DeKalb County that kept all of its needy people 
busy and made work for many a WPA worker from Fulton County. 
He traveled the WPA project beat, prodding workers into working, 
and supervisers into supervising. 

“There is no DeKalb district without a WPA school and none 
without a WPA road or two today,” he remembers. “We kept 
"em busy.” 

Robert MacDougald, the construction man, who was director 
of Works Progress Administration for Georgia, appraises Candler’s 
use of WPA funds as “the smartest anywhere in the region.” 

“He had foresight and knew how to get money to match Federal 
funds,” said MacDougald yesterday. “The projects he undertook 
have proved of lasting value to DeKalb. The waterworks, devel- 
oped ,with WPA aid, for example, has paved the way for all this 
industrial development in Doraville and Chamblee now. Chamblee 
will be as big as Macon before long.” 

Along with WPA projects, Candler inherited the maintenance 
and construction of roads; the maintenance and construction of 
sewers; direction of the convict camps; the county home for the 
peor, the county’s parks, its water system, all public buildings, its 
cannery, its library, sanitary districts and fire departments at. Druid 
Hills and Brookhaven, building inspections, and the policing of 
the county. 

He took over just as the homestead exemption act went into 
effect, lopping $220,000 off DeKalb’s official income. 

He found no place for the indigent citizen of DeKalb to receive 
medical treatment. He established clinics, followed them with an 
improved health department.

So rapidly has the preliminary work .gone forward that the 
Army Engineers are now planning for a visitors’ observation plat- 
form on the north side of the river. . This will enable visitors to 
come at will and watch the progress of the construction work. In 
making those visits they will use a new four-and-one-half-mile 
access road which the Engineers plan to build from the Canton 
Highway, just outside of this city. 

The Allatoona Dam is a $13,000,000 project designed to control 
the flood waters of the Etowah. In addition, the Army Engineers 
are making plans to spend more than $4,000,000 to develop the 
recreational facilities for the 20,300-acre lake this dam will create. 


The site of the dam is at Allatoona Gorge, where tall cliffs rise 
up for 400 feet on both sides of the river. On account of the 
physical character of the location, the contractors have had to do 
a vast amount of preliminary work to make it possible for them 
to get to work on the foundations of the dam. 


The contractors are National Constructors, Inc., of Columbus, 
and their project engineer is W. N. Evans. . He says that this Fall 
he expects to begin work on the cofferdam on the south side of 
the river and after that... then the foundations of the structure. 

When completed the dam will rise 184 feet above the bed of 
the river. At present, 350 feet above the river bed, on the south 
side, workmen are excavating rock for the bed of a railway which 
will move a construction tower back and forth. On the north side, 
other workmen are laying the bed of another tower. A cable will 
join these two towers and on that cable will swing the buckets which 
will carry the concrete to the dam. ; 

The contractors now have more than 300 men at work, but when 
they start on the dam itself they will swell this number to be 
tween 800 and 1,000. This is exclusive of the staff of supervising 
Army Engineers and their clerical help.

They moved their 
headquarters from Cartersville today to the new office. 

To house the Army Engineers and their staff, the Government 
is rushing to completion a new housing project on the edge of this 
city. It consists of 40 houses, all of the demountable type, and 
each house with all modern conveniences. Some of these houses 
are nearly finished and ready for occupancy. 

While the contractors are actually building the dam foundations 
in the south half of the river, they will also work on the north 
anchor for the dam. Then, with botp of these jobs completed, they 
will begin foundations on the north side of the river. This is neces- 
sary because the cofferdam will reach out only into the middle of 
the river, thus letting the water through on the north side for the 
time it takes them to put up the foundations on the south side. When 
they get ready to close in the dam, they will use high pressure to 
keq@p the water out of their way. 

In addition to their offices, the contractors have constructed 
warehouses, a Red Cross emergency station and a building where, 
with special machinery, they create all the air necessary for their

pneumatic drills. They have also dammed up a small stream om 
the north side of the river and use its water to supply their needs. 

Thus, the groan of massive steam shovels and the roar of many 
pneumatic drills echoes and re-echoes through the gorge by day 
and by night. At present the work goes on until midnight—under 
light from a dozen searchlights perched high up on the cliffs of 
the gorge. 

The access bridge the contractors are building across the river 
below the site of the dam is of steel girders resting on concrete 
pillars. Why so much expense for a temporary bridge”? Well. say 
the contractors, floods come once a year and if the bridge isn’ 
a good one, then they'll have to build another. 

Charles A. Jackson, Resident Engineer in charge of the Army 
Engineer supervisory staff, says he expects the contractors to have 
the cofferdam in place by next Jan. 1. He says. also, that he 
expects the observation platform to be in place by early next Spring. 

The contract calls for the completion of the dam by August. 
1949. But Jackson says that changes in plans may delay the

He was wounded on Oct. 17, 
1944, while repairing a _ faulty | 
burglar alarm in the Bonded 
Service Warehouse, in the rear of 
223 Spring St., S. W. Noticing 
a Negro in the building, Gasser 
immediately placed him under ar- | 
rest and started to headquarters. 

As they reached the front of 
the building, the Negro wrested | 
Gasser’s gun from his hand and 
fired twice. One bullet. strick 
policeman in the left chest and 
another in the left side. 

For many weeks he lay at the 
point of death in Grady Hospital. 
_ The Negro, Marshall Smith, was 
arrested in Oconee County and 
was sentenced to serve 10 to 20 
years in prison. 

Gasser's new assignment is con- 
sidered to be as tough as the 
battle he waged to regain his 
health two vears ago. In the first 
place, the communications division 
is all but broken down, and, in 
the second place, there is no mon- 
ey allocated to rebuild it.

Not Peace, 
But a Sword? 


Tito’s planes, Iran, Trieste, the Dardanelles—- 
all these are monkey wrenches which the Soviet 
re! Union throws into the gears of peace. 

They are important. 

But they do not mean war now, or soon, 

It is important to know, and to keep in mind, what is going on. 

There is a conflict on between two systems of government, the 
capitalist and the Communistic. 

The former thrives only on order. 
social order to operate at its best. 

The latter must have order to thrive economically. But it thrives 
best politically when there is chaos, hunger, fear and insecurity 
among peoples. 

The Communists in this country carry out a program of con- 
fusion. They participate in every form of agitation which will 
create chaos, of whatever degree. 

So, it is on an international scale. Russia undoubtedly wants a 
world at peace. But she wants Europe at peace along Russian 
lines and, in so far as possible, under Russian influence. Let us 
realize that we and Britain, knowing this full well, are not willing 
to let it happen. 


But it isn’t easy. 

Cost It costs money to feed and re-establish defeated nations. 

Russia is getting reparations, largely in the form of 
machinery and equipment, from defeated nations. But, the United 
States and Britain, with the United States paying most of it, are 
having to spend money to feed and re-establish the economy of 
Germany, Japan and part of Austria. 

Our taxpayers grumble. Our people want their boys home. The 
American Communists gleefully help out, demanding “Bring. the 
boys home,” “Get our boys out of Europe.” And so on. Note care- 
fully the American Communist party never demands that Russia 
get her troops out of Europe. 

Russia, with a long view, would regard the deaths by starvation 
of a few million persons as but an episode if it brought about world 
chaos, misery and a desire for revolution. 

We are determined to carry our own load and our own political 
ideology into the fight. This is difficult, because Congress doesn’t 
realize it. Our professional pop-offs fall into the Communist booby 
traps and join in the tirade with a lot of senseless proposals. The 
State Department can’t get the money to carry on its information 
campaign because, of all things, a few fearful persons are afraid 
it might harm freedom of the’ press. No more absurd positior® 
with an almost callous disregard of the facts, was ever taken. 

We have got to balance a budget. We could do so easily by 
removing our men from Europe and leaving the whole thing to 
Russia. Or, we could balance it by paying the bill. But, taxes 
are high and the Republicans, sensing an opportunity for political 
hay, announce they will reduce them if elected in 1948. 

It is difficult for James Byrnes and our few able diplomats to 
do a job because of the clamor back home. 

But, that is our way and it is a better way than the intense 
efficiency of the totalitarians. But one may wish we were clamorous 
with better sense and judgment.

War Russia won’t go to war. Her own economy is shot. Stalin 

isn’t well. There will be some sort of change when he 

dies. ‘Fhe top command isn't unified in opinion as to the future. 

Once the nation begins to produce consumer goods in quantity, 

its thinking will change. We are thinking here in terms of two or 
three generations. 

Communism depends on poverty of goods. It is essentially 
against human nature, as Lenin found out when he tried to in- 
stitute pure Communism, and as Stalin found out when he tried 
to make a purely Communistic settlement of farm and home prob- 
lems. There has been a startling lot of change in 27 years. Reports 
of yesterday from the Ukraine confirm the fact that the production 
of war goods and the presence of lend-lease materials corrupted 
the Communists and their government. 

Suppose our hotheads who think we have got to fight Russia 
now had their way. Suppose we atomized her and won. Where 
would we get the million or so troops and the vast, staggering 
Sums necessary to occupy and operate her? 

Capitalism and Communism can live in the same world. 

It is that problem that has to be worked out. 

It will be. The result will not be satisfactory in many aspects. 
But it will be done once all the furious effort of Russia to create 
more chaos fails. She can win only if this country gets tired of 
the confusion and obstructionist tactics and isolates itself. We will 
have our hardest test in September when the bloodiest strike of 
all time—the Maritime strike—comes off. Russia may not let 
it go on. Much depends on what is happening in Europe. But 
the odds are she will. 

Keep cool and keep your eyes on the main objective. 

We can attain it.

Crippled Beggars 
Scarce on Streets 


Just why I don’t know, but there is noticeable 
scarcity of those cripples who used to haunt our 
city streets, either begging directly, ‘or achiev- 
under the camouflage of a handful of pencils. 

At least, I haven't seen any of the old familiars in recent 
months. Maybe I’ve not walked in their territories, but it seems 
more likely that provision has been made for their support other- 
wise than by mendicancy. 

If they have gone, it is a good thing and somebody is due con- 
gratulations. Maybe the Public Welfare Department of City, County 
or State. Maybe some agency of the Community Chest. Maybe the 
police. Maybe all co-operating together. 

Society of today should be able to provide for these, her un- 
fortunate handicapped children, without them having to make pub- 
lic spectacles of themselves. A few years ago there were some 
characters on the streets which were pitifully afflicted in ways to 
make sensitive observers shudder. Reminding of the days, a 
century or two ago, when professional beggars deliberately crip- 
pled themselves, or faked physical disability; the more shocking 
the more effective in arousing public sympathy and thus opening 
pocketbooks. 


“” 


: Undeniably some of the cases I remember 
Institutional Care seeing, time and again on Atlanta streets, 
were fit only for institutional care. It is to be hoped they are now 
as well provided, as comfortable and as contented as their condi- 
tion permits. 

There were some, of course, who would resent any interference 
with their peddling or begging. Some whose disability was con- 
sidered an asset. 

Today, with all the money spent by Federal and State govern- 
ments in providing proper homes for the disabled, or pensions to 
the crippled, the aged and all who may need them, there surely 
should be no reason for any to capitalize on physical handicap on 
the public streets. There is, for all such, either training for self- 
respecting occupations to provide self-support, or care and comfort 
if they are incapable of any vocational rehabilitation. 


One lesson, at least, the war has taught us. 
One War Lesson That is, the normal man or woman, crippled 
in any degree, does not want pity or charity. They want to make 
their own way in life, independent, self-supporting, without regard 
to any disability, with only a fair chance to do the jobs they can, 
on the same basis as anyone. The best and kindest thing we can 
do is to ignore and then forget the missing leg or arm or what- 
ever lack is theirs. 

Nowadays, artifical legs or arms are so perfect in operation, 
hundreds of amputees mingle with the public in their daily life 
with few suspecting they are any different from their fellows. 

We have read of startling examples of this condition, such as 
a baseball pitcher with an artificial leg. Another baseball star, an 
outfielder, with but one arm. A stage dancer who tap dances with 
the best on two artificial legs. And so on, | 

These are the publicized ones. For each such one, though, there 
are hundreds we see without ever suspecting their lack of one or 
two limbs. 


: For two years Massachusetts has been issuing 

Auto Drivers auto drivers’ licenses to veterans who are am- 
putees or paralytics. They are either paralyzed from the waist down 
or have one or two limbs amputated. They operate specially 
equipped “manual operation” cars. During that two years, Ru- 
dolph F. King, registrar of motor vehicles for the State, recently 
reported there hasn't been any accident involving such a driver 
which resulted in personal injury to anyone. 

“They are the safest drivers on the roads,” said Registrar King. 

The Federal Government has enacted a law which is intended 
to provide a manual operation automobile for all such crippled 
veterans. That is good. 

That they hold so fine a record for safety is better. If only all 
drivers were as safe, we could quit worrying about highway hazards. 

Such proofs that physical handicap need be neither disability 
nor handicap is one of the most pleasant signs of the better ways 
of life our society is achieving. 


For the vast majority of physically handicapped, there can be. 


found a way to honest, independent livelihood. For the others, there 
is ample means for private or institutional support and care. 

No longer need any say he is compelled to beg upon the streets 
live. 

We should all remember, however, if we have been relieved of 
the sight of street beggars and of the need to drop coins in their tin 
cups, we should still give that money, and more, through the Com- 
munity Chest and all agencies which care for those who cannot care 
for themselves.

A Lady Senator 
Looks to the Future

When is a Senator news? When the Senator is a woman. And 
what makes a woman Senator particularly newsworthy? When she 
is the only woman Senator. From a publicity angle, that isa flattering 
situation in which to find oneself, but the fact that so few women 
take a definitely active interest in politics seems to me to be one of 
the discouraging aspects of our State government. 

During my recent campaign, one of my constituents, in a spurt 
of enthusiasm, said that she thought all office holders should be 
women. Now I don’t agree with that opinion in the least, because 
I’m sure such a state of affairs would be no improvement on g0v- 
ernment as it now is. But I do believe that there is a great need 
for more women office holders, particularly in the General AssemDiy. 

Every fifth member of the newly nominated Assembly is a mae 
veteran. Where are our women veterans, the former SPARS, 
WAVES, WACS and Marines? They heard the call for military 
service. Can't they hear the call for political service, too? 

We have just fought the most horrible war in all history. When 
the emergency came, women stepped forward from all walks of life 
to answer our country’s call for help. There was every reason to 
expect that after seeing the disaster that so nearly befell us, women 
in large numbers would be eager to become an active part of our 
government, Unless a miracle takes place, we seem to be heading 
toward war again, It might be that women lawmakers would fatl, 
as our men failed in the past, to avert another war, but my convte- 
tion is very strong that it is their duty to find out through politics 
what they are able to do about it. 


Many women seem to feel that men resent their 
intrusion into a domain that has been almost ex- 
clusively their own. To a certain extent, that is true. But I have been 
pleasantly surprised to find that a large percentage of men welcome 
the advent of women into political life when they feel that those 
women are seriously interested in public affairs. And what woman 
would tackle the rigor of a political campaign who was not driven 
to do so by an honest desire for service? 

If the lifting of the poll tax has been of any particular benefit 
to this State, it has been among settled married women who never 
before the recent election exercised their franchise. It has been the 
custom for a long time in many families that the man would keep 
his poll tax paid but would not bother to pay his wife’s. When 
these wives were made to realize that of their own free will they 
could register and vote without any drain on the family finances, 
they usually did. They may, or may not, because of lack of political 
experience, have voted as intelligently as they should have cone. 
But they tried their wings, and that is important. 

Maintaining homes, raising children and being a good wife are 
such fully satisfying tasks that women may feel little need of any- 
thing else in their lives. But economic demands upon the husband 
have caused him to lean more and more upon his wife for help in 
his business. This is especially true, I believe, in small communities 
where the social and recreational life is limited and everyone 
knows that a farmer's wife is an integral part of his business. So 
women, either because of circumstance or necessity, have acquired 
experience in the field of making a living that few of their grand- 
mothers knew anything about. Because of mechanical inventions 
that have taken most of the drudgery out of housekeeping, they 
have been able to do this without neglecting to raise a family of 
children, But children grow up and women live longer than they 
used to. Other than business, what better outlet can they find in 
which to use their experience and energy than in the field of politics?” 


When I was young, the stories of our pioneer 
Trail-Blazers women who settled new countries in covered 
wagons made me sick with envy. How I longed to have a trail to 
blaze! As I’ve grown older I've come to realize that pioneering is 
an ever-present opportunity. I shall be lonesome for some women 
colleagues in the Senate. But I pray that women Senators of future 
years will not have other problems to think about. 

Of course I have a thrill you must forgive me for when I antici- 
pate the days ahead. But when I feel that I’m too far up in the 
clouds, I remember the post card a friend of mine wrote to me right 
after the election. She said, ‘Hello, Senator, how does it fee! to 
have the excitement behind vou and the CHALLENGE ahead?” 

That always brings my feet back to the ground.

PRINCETON, N. J.—Although 
President Truman's popularity has 
been found off sharply since V-J 
Day among all voters throughout 
the country, Democratic voters 
continue to prefer him for the 
presidency in 1948. 

This finding emerges when field 
reporters put this question to a 
cross-section of voters: 

“What man would you like to 
see elected President of the coun- 
try in 1948?” 

President Truman towers per- 
centage-wise above all others 
named by Democrats. More than 
six out of 10 pick him as their 
choice, 

Second in the list of preferences 
—named by about two out of 10— 
is former Vice President Henry 
Wallace, now VU. S. Secretary of 
Commerce. 

Gen. Dwight ®. Eisenhower, 
who has disavowed political am- 
bitions; Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes, Edward R. Stettinius, 
Jr., recently named Rector of the 
University of Virginia; Sen. Claude 
Pepper, of Florida, and Supreme 
Court Justice Fred M. Vinson, and 
Paul V. McNutt, Ambassador to 
the Philippine Islands, come next 
in that order.

F pitals stems from frequent anxious vigils in the 
~ Walking room of the maternity ward—the pen in 

which they keep expectant fathers—these institutions of healing 

have always seemed to be most pleasant places. I have often felt 
that a fine way to spend a vacation would be to go to a hospital, 
crawl in the sack and lie there for a couple of weeks, cranking the 
bed up and down to rest the back, munching fruits, listening to the 
radio and reading light works of fiction. The food might be a little 
monotonous, but the rest of it would be fine. 

I think the most pleasant thing about hospitals is the nurses, 
who are invariably pretty in their starched white and blue. cheerful! 


in their manner, and so full of ebullient life that to watch one go 
down the hall in that bouncing way they have is a pure pleasure. 


I also derive a great deal of joy from observing the doctors. Doe- 
tors, being scholarly men, do not generally develop stalwart phy- 
Siques, and a doctor dressed up in his operating gown, with that 
funny cap on, and that sleeveless undershirt, and those pajama- 
pants looking things, plus the tennis shoes which many of them 
wear in the operating room, are, I believe, the funniest looking people 
outside of the comic strips. 


I thought for awhile that I -would devote some time and thought 
to inventing a sterile garment which would serve the purpose and 
at the same time flatter the figure, but I have decided against it. 
I think the appearance of the doctors contributes to the merriment 
of the patients, and everybody knows that a hearty laugh has won- 
derful healing value, so long as it does not bust any stitches.

I do not know how it is with others, but I 1am somewhat embar- 
rassed by a habit I cannot help, which is the habit of glancing in 


* each open door 1s I pass along a hospital corridor. I developed this 


habit on my maternity ward visits, of course, when it is necessary 
to glance in all the rooms to assure oneself that the baby there is a 
fine baby, but not nearly so fine as one’s own, You would think 
that people would resent folks strolling by their doors and peering 
in at them, hut | have found that this is not so. After about the 
third time they begin to recognize vou and start speaking as you 
pass and the first thing you know you are stopping to chat a minute 
and they tell you all about their illnesses and later you can be a 
great comfort to your own loved one by reporting to her that the 
lady down the hall had a much worse incision than hers and was 
on the operating table longer. 


° You can always discover old friends in a hos- 
Hospital Story pital if you peer in enough doors, too. I dis- 
covered one the other day whom I had not seen in goodness knows 
how long and he told me a most interesting story. Twenty-eight 
years ago, he said, he was in this same hospital and due to crowded 
conditions they had him up in the matermty ward, which he resented 
bitterly at first. But when he could not sleep at night, being restless 
and in pain, they would go down to where they kept the babies 
and bring him a large, fat, squalling baby to hold, and he would 
hold this baby and croon to it and lull it to sleep, and in concen- 
trating on keeping the baby happy he would forget his own troubles, 
and by the time the baby dropped off he would be ready to snooze 
himself. 

He said nursing a baby through the long watches of the night 
is more soothing than the barbiturate drugs. Now they have got 
him ’way down on the first floor, away from the babies. and when 
he wakes up at night and cannot go back to sleep he asks them to 
bring him a baby to croon to and the nurse thinks it is his mind 
that is sick instead of his leg. He asked me if I would go up to the 
maternity ward and see if they wished any babies crooned to, say 
from 2 a. m. to 5. 


I went up there, where the babies were all in little baskets in a 
glassed-in room, with the fathers standing with their noses pressed 
against the glass, gazing moistly at their young, and I told them 
about my elderly friend downstairs, who liked to croon to babies 
in the dead of night, and asked if they would send one down to 
him on those evenings when he could not sleep. 


But they said for goodness sakes, no, they had never heard of 
such a thing. I think they thought I was nuts.

He perforce developed an interest 
in affairs, and in 1902 published 
his first political cartoon, which 
was applauded as displaying much 
statesmanship. He was then aged 
eleven, which is about the right 
age for a political critic. This first 
cartoon, which represented the lo- 
cal authorities as lunatics because 


of their reluctance to remove cer- 


‘tain trees which obstructed traffic, 


epitomizes Low’s life work, for he 
may be said to have lived on the 
same idea throughout his long ca- 
reer, varying and adjusting it to 
situations as they arose. 

After a restless childhood spent 
in molding the destinies of New 
Zealand, Low removed at the age 
of 19 to Australia to join the staff 
of the Sydney Bulletin, a rebel- 
lious weekly with a tradition of 
biting caricature. In this congenial 
atmosphere he began to develop 
a social conscience and to go in 
for humor seriously. It was no 
longer enough merely to amuse the 
children. He expressed himself 
freely on national policies and 
helped the Prime Minister to mess 
up the Big War. For his services 
in this respect he was decorated 
with the Order of the Lemon (lst 
class.) 

In 1920 Low came to London, 
first to the Star and later to the 
Evening Standard, Surveying the 
postwar scene, he realized that his 
usefulness lay in being a Nuisance 
dedicated to sanity. Accordingly, 
in a number of cartoons in which 
Cooperation, Disarmament, and 
Peace were representd as statu- 
esque females wearing spotless 
classic robes (and the opposites to 
these ideas as devils and wild 
beasts) he appealed for realism in 
place of the idealistic nonsense of 
nationalistic patriotism when 
world-reconstruction was dis- 
cussed. Responsible circles, how- 
ever, failed to take the hint. 

For the successful performance 
of his duties as Nuisance, Low had 
to invent a wide variety of 
imaginary characters to use in his 
cartoons, Among the most notable 
of his creations were Lloyd 
George, Winston Churchill, Ram- 
say MacDonald, and Lord Beaver- 
brook, which were freely imitated 
at the time of their appearance by 


Low, Who Isn't Dead at 55, 
Writes His Own Obituary

David Low, who passed away on his drawing board yesterday, 
was born in New Zealand of ‘respectable parents who intended him 
for an ecclesiastical career; but he proved to be no good at arithmetic 


To some extent Low, the cartoonist, was the creature of circum-

nals in New Zealand could easily steal from the world press all kinds 
of drawings save the local and political, so Low had to be a political 


persons claiming to be the orig- 
inals. 

Low héld that it was no business 
of a conscientious cartoonist to be 
popular in the sense of conform- 
ing to popular prejudice. It was 
not unnatural that he passed the 
most satisfactory period of his 
career with the Evening Standard, 
the proprietor of which opposed 
Low’s policies as much as Low op- 
posed his, and the readers of which 
were as irritated with Low as Low 
was with them. Low believed that 
in a democracy the revelation of 
personalities is a useful public 
work, and he was restrained only 
by inept libel laws from drawing 
leaders and their activities in the 
nude, 


Many of his works hang in var- 
ious art galleries and institutions 
including the British Museum and 
a noted statesman’s bathroom; but, 
since the art of caricature at its 
best tends to become esoteric, his 
finest later efforts were appreci- 
ated by himself alone, and then 
often only subconsciously. 

Of a melancholy disposition, 
Low was oppressed in maturity by 
the tragedy of the comedian, 
which is that he is never taken 
seriously. Believing himself to be 
the only true Conservative he had 
ever met, he vigorously advocated 
Happiness and Prosperity and was 
disappointed, though not embit- 
tered, at their non-realization. He 
favored Liberty and Democracy 
also, though he is reported to have 
stated recently that in his opinion 
the ideal form of government 
would be a benevolent despotism 
with himself as the despot. 

No lover of humanity, he pre- 
ferred Crusoe’s island to a public 
meeting; no philosopher, he liked 
to sit by a lake and think of noth- 
ing; no sybarite, he found a nine- 
penny seat at the cinema more en- 
tertaining than the feasts of 
princes.

BUT BUTLER ISLAND GOT THE LETTUCE 


Fanny Hated the Old Plantation, 
So Britain Said No to the South 


DARIEN, Aug. 24—Things are 
different from the day when 
Frances (Fanny) Kemble, the cele- 
brated English actress of the mid- 
dle nineteenth century, lived on 
Butler Island, in Georgia’s coastal 
section. 

Then the island was an autono- 
my ruled by Miss Kemble’s hus- 
band, Pierce Butler, latest in a 
dynasty of Butlers who had gov- 
erned the island since colonial 
days. 

It was a slave kingdom in every 
sense of the word. The rows of| 
white-washed cabins quartered the 
hundreds of slaves who tilled the 
plantation’s .vast rice fields. 

The overseers enforced the rigid 
discipline of the plantation, a dis- 
cipline first laid down by the is- 
land’s patriarch, Pierce Butler, I. 

Butler Island’s slave economy 
differed from that of most South- | 
ern plantations of that day. On 
most plantations, there was a care- 
free atmosphere, a happy work- 
ing arrangement between master 
and slaves, 

Miss Kemble, a staunch aboli- 
tionist, had married young Pierce 
later said, without 
knowledge he was a slave holder. 
She had married him in the East 
following what was perhaps the 
most successful tour any English 
actress ever enjoyed in America. 

When she learned he was the 
master of one of the South’s most 
famous plantations, she begged 
her husband to take her there. 
She had hoped, she said, she would 
be able to influence him to set the 
slaves free or, at any rate: be an 
influence for the good of the 
slaves. 

It turned out differently. Miss 
Kemble set herself up as mediator 


between Butler and the slaves. She 
encouraged them to report com- 
plaints. She was accused of stir- 
ring up trouble. | 
Miss Kemble, her husband and 
their children remained on the 
plantation just two years, during 
1838 and 1839. She sickened, she 
said, of such an abominable life. 
The Butlers later were divorced 
and years later, while in England, 
Miss Kemble was able to play an 
important role in the War Be- 
tween the States. The Confed-

The plantation today is worked 
no@® by slaves or field hands, but 
by machinery. Gone are the slave 
cabins, the overseers’ houses. Gone 
is the old plantation house, where 
lived Miss Kemble. It was razed 
only recently. 

The plantation is a one-crop 
farm, but not cotton and rice. It 
grows lettuce—in fabulous quanti- 
ties. As a side crop, it produces 
cauliflower, 

The farm is operated in busi-. 
nesslike fashion by its’ present 
owner, Arthur Huston, son of the) 


late Col. T. L. Huston, who, with | 


Col. Jacob Ruppert, owned the 
New York Yankee Ball Club in 
the 1920's. The younger Huston 


Inherited the farm from his f& 
ther, who purchased it in. 1924. 

Young Huston is credited with 
demonstrating lettuce could be 
grown in the Darien and Bruns 
wick section. Before that time. it 
was generally thought this soil 
would not produce lettuce. 

“I had to grow something,” Hus 
ton says. “I had to make some 
money out of the place. There 
wasn't any lettuce being grown 
around here, so I thought I'd give 
it a try.” 

And so he did—and Butler Plan- 
tation today supplies most of the 
lettuce seed in the Southeastern 
section of Georgia. Some 30,000 
crates leave the plantation an- 
nually.

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LEANOR GWYN, one of the great artists of the 
English stage, was born, appropriately enough, 
in the neighborhood of Drury Lane Theatre, in 
1651. She belonged to the theatre, to the London 
theatre, and so to the London people, whose idol 
she was. It was they who first called her “Nell”; 
they saw in her peculiar art what they were glad 
to think were the characteristics of their 
city, of their way of life. As yet no Dickens 
had spoken for them, or laughed at them, 
in gusty affection. This lovely girl with a 
ropuish smile, a merry eye, an honest 


tongue and a brave heart, stood to 
them for England, for cockney 
England, for their own town. 
Her life divides into two chap- 
ters. She first im- 
mortalized herself 
on the stage. After 
her fame was estab- 
lished, she became 
the beloved of 
Charles IJ, who in 
her found the one 
woman he _ could 
completely trust. 
Rake and cynic 
though he was, he 
respected her char- 
acter as immeasura- 
bly finer than his 
own. His dying 
words were of her. 
It is the fashion 
of popular biogra- 
phy to play up this 
second chapter of 
Nell’s career and 
squeeze cheap glam- 
our out of it, but the 
scandal-seeker who 
hopes to find his 
meat in her doings 
with the Merry Mon- 
arch is likely to be 
disappointed. She 
loved Charles and he 
loved her. 
London was 
full of Puritans 
who detested 
Charles, but on 
the whole they 
were gentle with 
Nell, and with 
the King so far 
as she was con- 
cerned. To un- 
derstand this 
charity, we need 
only brush up our remembrance of 
history. Kings in those days could 
not marry where they loved; pawns 
in an international game, they were 
matched with other pawns. Decent 
men were lenient with them if they 
grasped with their left hand at true 
love when it came within reach. 
Men not so decent made profit of 
a King’s loneliness for the selfish ends 
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of what is 

called _ state- 

craft. The 

French King, 

to get on the 

right side of 

his English colleague, sent 

Charles a handsome present, 

extremely handsome—a fasci- 

nating young woman, carefully 

educated to serve her country. 

Charles knew for what purposes, im- 

mediate and ultimate, she was sent; 

he had done as much, perhaps, for 

other monarchs. He accepted the 

beautiful spy, installed her, ostensibly 

as his favorite, had children by her, 

and tried to wheedle more state se- 

crets out of her than she could 

Wheedle out of him. She has her 

notorious place in history under the 

title which he gave her, Duchess of 
Portsmouth. 

When Charles 

fell in love with 
Nell, genuinely in 
love, the London 
folk grieved only 
because she would 
be lost to the stage; 
otherwise they were 
disposed to thank 
God. Nell was En- 
glish to the core;

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Be Cool in Your Kitchen

OU can't stop cooking in 

the summer time, but you 
can keep the temperature 
in the kitchen down while 
you prepare your meals. 
Here are some easy-to-fol- 
low temperature tips! 

Whenever possible, keep 
food covered while cooking, 
and be sure the covers on 
your pans fit snugly so 
heat will not escape to the 
surrounding air. 

Plan simple meals. One 
good hot dish with light 
dessert is plenty. If “the 
main dish is a salad, the 
dessert can be more filling, 
but it is not necessary to 
prepare a heavy main dish 
and a heavy dessert. . 

One-pan meals are best 

for summer. You achieve a 
complete meal and you use 
only one pan and 
one burner. 
Often it is pos- 
sible to bring 
the utensil you 
cooked in right 
to the table. 
Pressure cookers 
are now de- 
signed for this 
purpose, or you 
may want to 
transfer the food 
to a casserole. 
3ut don’t use a 
lot of serving 
dishes. It only 
increases dish- 
washing. 

Take advantage 
of the many de- 
licious frozen 
foods and ready- 
mixed prepara- 
tions now on the 
market. This will 
help you to cut 
the use of your 
oven and broiler 
to the barest 
minimum, and if 
you do bake, do 
it during the 
coolest part of 
the day — early 
morning, or in 
the evening. 

Look ahead 
when you make up your 
menu and plan to have 
something which can be 
used for a second or even a 
third meal. Serve many 
dishes without cooking at 
all—salads, cold soups, and 
sandwiches. Arrange the 
“fixings” in bowls and on 
platters, and let your family 
or guests make their own 
sandwiches. It’s fun -for 
them and saves you effort. 
Also use paper plates and 
paper napkins whenever 
you can. 

Buy a good fan and place 
it three to five feet above 
the floor. It will freshen 
the air and chase out heat. 

Don’t plan on fussy com- 
pany meals. You and your 
guests, too, will have a bet- 
ter time if there is an easy, 
casual air about the dinner 
party. 

Above all, slow down your 
routine about the house. 
Rest in the hot part of the 
day—read or take a--cool 
bath—and come back to the 
kitchen fresh and relaxed. 


Washable Wallpaper 


ALLPAPER that re- 

sponds to soap and 
water cleaning has proved 
a boon to modern house- 
keepers. But a certain tech- 
nique is required to achieve 
good results. 

While the paper is still 
fairly fresh and new, spots 
may be treated individually, 
but after the walls have ac- 
quired a film of soil, a 
cleaned spot becomes con- 
spicuous, and an overall 
cleaning is necessary. 
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First dust the wall with 
a soft brush or a vacuum 
cleaner attachment, paying 
particular attention to the 
part of the wall near the 
ceilmg, as the major part of 
the loose dirt gathers there.

N Sunday we are told we have souls; on 

weekdays we call them minds—the same 

t except for some fine theological] hair- 
splitting. Thus in everyday life we think of man 
as a combination of mind and body; each of the 
two influences the other, but in general the mind 
has control over the body. 

The common idea of the mind or soul is that 
it is something unique and special; no one knows 
just what, except that it is not material or me 
chanical. It has something to do with the brain, 
yet it is not just brain activity and nothing more. 

Philosophers have puzzled over the nature of 
the soul for ages, but have still left it an unselved 
problem. At last the searchlight of science has 
caught this great problem in its focus, 

What has science to say about the soul? For 
the answer to this question we would naturally 
turn to psychology because it is literally “the 
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science of the soul.” But here we have a surprise 
coming to us, for we find that the soul theory of 
man has been practically dropped from psychology 
books and lectures. 

Mest psychologists will even smile toleranfly 
if one speaks of the mind itself as if there were 
such a thing apart from the brain. Everything 
has to be physical to be real, according to the 
prevailing view; anything non-physical or spirit- 
ual, as the soul is supposed to be, therefore sim- 
ply cannot be. Such an idea has to be dismissed 
as pure superstition. 

The principles of physics are expected to ex- 
plain everything that we call “mental,” if they 
continue to expand as they have been doing. 

However, some things occur now and then 
that just do not fit in at all with this physical 
view of man. For example, a person may awaken 
from a horrible dream in which a friend or rela-

tive is dying. The shocking picture turns out to be 
essentially true and the timing about right, al- 
though the friend may be a thousand miles away. 

The oddest feature of all this is that in some 
cases the event perceived may not occur until 
hours or days after the dream; yet it may have 
been accurately pictured and even experienced in 
considerable detail. 

The first thought is, of course, that such 
experiences are mere coincidences. Not many 
people get beyond this first easy explanation, but 
fortunately a few have done so; and when one 
studies great numbers of these experiences, they 
lose all appearance of being accidental. The scien- 
tific thing to do, of course, was to set to-Worx to 
discover what might lie behind these happenings. 

Obviously if any of these “psychic” experi- 
ences showed that the mind has the power to 
reach out beyond space and time, they would 
plainly be transcending physical law. The mind 
would then be demonstrated to be a spiritual 
rather than a physical system. Here was a clue 
to the soul. Just a qclue—nothing more; but it 
provided the necessary lead to reliable evidence. 

It was from these “psychic” experiences that 
the ESP tests were derived. ESP is the abbrevia- 
tion of extrasensory perception, which includes 
telepathy and clairvoyance. In other words, telep- 
athy and clairvoyance are two different modes.of 
acquiring knowledge without the use of the recog- 
mized sense organs such as the eyes and ears. In 
a typical telepathy test the person being tested 
tries to identify which card or number or other 
symbol is being held in mind by another person— 
who is, lef us say, located in an adjoining room. 
In a clairvoyance test, on the other hand, it is the 
object itself, commonly a card, instead of the 
thought of it, which the percipient tries to per- 
ceive. In a word, telepathy is the ESP of the state 
of mind of another person; clairvoyance, the ESP 
of an object. 


At DUKE UNIVERSITY in 1930 a small group 
of psychologists began a series of ESP experi- 


~ments of both types, telepathy and clairvoyance. 


This work was sponsored by the great British 
ete ae William McDougall, Fellow of the 
oyal Society, who was at the time the head of 
the Department of Psychology at Duke. This 
work which was carried out in what came to be 
called the Parapsychology Laboratory (“para” 
meaning the unusual, the exceptional, the unortho- 
dox) was by no means the first of its kind. Ex- 
periments had been done here and there, some of 
them even in universities, for as much as 50 years 
before, but there had been no systematic, consecu- 
tive experimentation following up the problems 
through the years, such as took place at Duke. 
That university was the first to offer a permanent 
haven to active research on “psychic” problems. 
The experimenters in the Me came, mete Lab- 
oratory found fresh confirmatory evidence of 
both types of ESP, telepathic and clairvoyant. 
They developed and standardized new tests, mak- 
ing it easier to repeat the experiments. This had 
the effect of starting a movement of ESP experi- 
mentation which spread to many other institutions 
here and abroad. Elaborate precautions were 
taken to insure that no sensory cues were possible 
and that no other type of error could affect the 
test results. The tests were of such a nature that 
the scores could be evaluated by standard and 
long-approved statistical methods. It could be 
shown clearly that the scores made in the tests 
could not reasonably be accounted for, either by 
chance or by experimental weakness of any kind. 
Once the experimenters were satisfied that the 
occurrence of ESP was soundly established, they 
set to work on the vitally important question as

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Problemsofthe DINOSAURS

HE last gasp of the last dinosaur sounded on 
this earth 60 million years ago. That event 
marked the end of the longest rule in the his- 

tory of life—a reign of 140 million years in which 
these reptiles were the unchallenged rulers. 

Since they are now gone, with only fossilized 
reminders scattered here and there as proof that 
they ever existed, we are inclined to regard them 
as “failures” in the struggle for existence on this 
globe. Save for the crocodiles and al)’gators, 
whose ancestry stems back to these ancient rep- 
tiles, there are no other descendants. 

Were they failures? 

Did they fulfill some mysterious purpose in 
the over-all scheme of living things’ and 
then pass out of the picture? 

These are questions posed by Dr. Ed- 
win H. Colbert, Curator of Fossil Rep- 
tiles of the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History in New York and author 
of the recent book, “The Dinosaur 
Book,” and to which he gives some ego- 
Shattering answers. 

“We are now living in the Age of 
Man,” says Dr. Colbert. “No other form 
of life-in the history of the earth has 
risen to the supreme dominance over 
the lands and the waters that is ours.” 

But a little scientific detective work, piecing 
together the tangled clues found in the rocks, 
shows that man is literally a newcomer on this 
earth, a mere upstart, according to Dr. Colbert. 
Conservative estimates reveal that man dates 
back perhaps 500,000 years, but no more than a 
million years. However, recorded history, the 
part man really knows, goes back only 7,000 years. 

Yet, 60 million years before the first man-like 
animal appeared on this earth, the reign of the 
dinosaurs had ended. For a period 20,000 times as 
long as the written history of mankind, these 
ancient animals lived, fought and died. 

It was during the Mesozoic period of earth his- 
tory, 200 million years ago, that the dinosaurs 
first arose. The world was a strange place then. 
There were no mountain peaks and no wintry 
weather. From Greenland to Australia, the land 
was covered with lush, tropical growth. 

The land teemed with dinosaurs. Some were 


no larger than house cats. Others were armored. 


monsters weighing 40 tons. 

Fortunately for the dinosaurs, it was a time 
of even temperatures throughout the earth. No 
delicate thermostatic control to keep the body at 
one temperature, as found in all mammals today, 
was needed. Yet, Nature was already setting the 
stage for things to come. Fossils found in Mon- 
golia show that at least one warm-blooded, 
mammal-like animal did manage to eke out an 
existence despite his reptile enemies. He was a 
tiny fellow, no bigger than a mouse—Nature’s first 
experimental mammal. 

While many of the dinosaurs were small, it 
was truly an age of rule by giants, of grotesque 
monsters. 

Why they grew so big is still a matter of con- 
jecture. But it is believed that ideal environment 
and climate, coupled with a large pituitary gland 
may have been responsible. 

One of the largest of the dinosaurs was Bron- 
tosaurus. The earth literally trembled when this 
30-ton, 80-foot bulldozer pushed his way through 
the swamplands. These beasts roamed all over 
the United States, from Connecticut to Texas 
from New York to Colorado. Fossilized tracks, 
originally made in mud, but long since turned to 
stone, are found in all parts of the country. One 
of the tracks, discovered in Texas and pictured on 
this page, held 18 gallons of water.

HEN John C. Germann, staff artist for 

the Department of Paleontology at the 
American Museum of Natural History, whose 
work is shown on the preceding page, paints 
dinosaurs he makes sure he is right, to the 
minutest detail. That is why his paintings of 
these extinct giant reptiles are considered the 
most authoritative in the United States. 

As a guide for his work, Artist Germann 
first makes a small-scale model; cutting the 
skull and skeleton parts from cardboard and 
joining these together with wire. He recon- 
structs life-like clay muscles on the tramework. 

In spite of this accurate model he still 
must get action imto his drawings. This Mr. 
Germann accomplishes by tedious practice at 
the zoo, where he sketches live creatures. 

Painting modern landscapes also proves 
helptul, but only to a certain extent. Mr. 
Germann always consults fossil plant material 
ind prehistoric rock specimens to make sure 
he draws only such vegetation and scenery 
as could have existed in the Age of Dinosaurs. 
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The head of this reptile was small when corn- 
pared with the rest of the body. The teeth were 
weak pegs and adapted for eating only tender 
water plants. It is difficult to imagine how an 
animal of such proportions could take in enough 
food through its small mouth to keep it alive. 
But they were sluggish beasts, suggests Dr. Col. 
bert, as are our modern reptiles and did not 
require as much food to satisfy their needs as we 
might expect. 

As formidable as Brontosaurus looked, he 
was a timid creature. With the approach of an 
enemy, he sought the safety of shallow waters. 
He could wade a long way out and still use his 
long neck to browse on overhanging plants. 

Unfortunate indeed was the Brontosaurus that

strayed too far from the protective.waters. For 
hungry and always ready for a snack of dinosaur 
steak would be Allosaurus, the mighty hunter and 
meat eater. 
walked almost erect on heavy and powerful hind 
limbs. His arms appeared abnormally short, but 
were equipped with evil-looking claws for tearing 
flesh. 

Typical of all the carnivorous dinosaurs, Allo- 
saurus had a huge head. “The skull, however, was 
light and possessed a widely-gaping mouth with 
dagger-like teeth. Allosaurus was a hunter of big 
game and needed the massive jaws and teeth for 
the job. He had them. 

We can picture this beast crashing through the 
forest, with jaws agape, eyes blazing, and hissing 
like a locomotive with safety valve wide open, 
madly in pursuit of the Brontosaurus. In a mat- 
ter of moments, Allosourus has imbedded his 
teeth through the mountains of soft flesh. There 
is a slashing of tails. The hissing grows more 
furious. Then there is silence. 

Allosaurus has settled down to 
his meal. 

Nature used some odd adapta- 
tions for the plant-eating dino- 
saurs that permitted them to sur- 
vive despite their enemies. Take 
Diplodocus, which had a long tap- 
ering neck like the Brontosaurus, 
but whose nostrils were located 
right smack on top of his head. 
With the approach of a foe, he 
could wade out into deep water 
and remain hidden 
for hours, with just 
a tiny bump exposed 
to the air like a sub- 
marine periscope, to 
act as a “breather.” 


The culmination in 
the development of 
carnivorous dino- 
saurs was reached 
with the emergence 
of the mightiest king 
of the reptiles, 
Tyrannosaurus Rex. 
This was the great- 
est and most feared 
land animal that ever 
dwelt on this earth. 
Tyrannosaurus 
walked erect, with 
his head some 20 
feet in the air. Meas- 
uring a length of 50 
feet, he was one of 
the most powerful 
engines of destruc- 
tion that Nature 
ever fashioned.

vanished! the most recent is the result. of experi- 
mental work by Dr. Colbert and Prof. Raymond 
B. Cowles of the University of California. 

Working in Florida in 1944, the two scientists 
exposed alligators of all sizes to varying amounts 
of direct sunlight. They noted the increase in the 
alligators’ body temperatures and checked to see 
how high a temperature they could tolerate. As 
was expected, the little “gators’’ warmed up faster 
than the large ones and cooled off faster. 

But what came almost as a complete surprise, 
all the reptiles, despite their size, died when their 
body ternperatures reached 100 degrees Fahren- 
heit. To most mammais, this temperature would 
be normal—at most cause a mild fever, but to the 
alligators it was lethal. As their bodies warmed 
up and approached the 100-degree “dead- 
line,” they became increasingly languid 
and sought life-saving water or shade. 

As a result of this experiment, Dr. 
Colbert suggests that increased temper- 
atures was probably one of the basic 
reasons for the extinction of the dino- 
saurs. During the mountain building 
age, the climate which had been tranquil 
and even for millions of years, began 
to fluctuate. The streams dried up. 
Swamplands were uplifted. There was 
a great loss of foliage. No longer could 
the dinosaurs find the protective shade or the 
cooling water. 

We might well ask again: Did these weird ani- 
mals of the past serve a purpose? Were they 
successful? 

According to Dr. Colbert, the answer lies per- 
haps in that complex relationship between all 
forms of life, the balance of Nature, whereby each 
plant and each animal is adjusted to the climate, 
the topography and the life that surrounds it. 

Today we live in the Age of Man. Althougha 
bit annoying to man’s ego, is it not in the realm of 
probability that this dominance too may end some 
day? While it may be through a process of evo- 
lution, it will more than likely be through man’s 
own self-destruction. We cannot conceive of any- 
thing to challenge man’s supremacy except man. 

If some new form of life does arise to take 
dominance, say 500 million years from now, might 
“they” not look back and ponder the same ques- 
tion? Was the Age of Man successful?

ing that the crime wave 
sweeping Britain called for 
drastic church action. 

“If we are to stamp out 
sin,” he said, “we must 
preach more than ordinary 
sermons; we must bring a 
touch of realism into our 
services, and show from the 
Bible that crime does not 
pay.” 

So the parson proceeded 
to dramatize Scriptural 
homicides. With glowing 
eloquence, he made the an- 
cient stories seem as new 
and current as_ today’s 
headlines, throbbing with 
life and passion, 

Word quickly spread of 
the electrifying quality of 
his sermons.  Backsliders 
hurried to church again 
after long lapses. 

“Poison for Possessions” 
told the story of Jezebel, 
wicked wife of Israel’s 
King Ahab. When their 
neighbor Naboth refused to 


(Naboth) forth out of the 
city, and stoned him with 
Stones, that he died.” 


Jezebel was horribly pun- 
ished for this crime. Flung 
out of a palace window, she 
was trampled to death by 
Jehu’s horse and her body 
Was eaten by dogs. 


“Murder for Marriage” 
was another of the curate’s 
sermons. It recalled how 
King David’s burning love 
for Bathsheba grew so 
Strong upon him that he 
sent her husband Uriah into 
the front line of battle to 
be killed. 


David’s subsequent life 
proved, said the preacher, 
that punishment always fol- 
lows lust of the flesh. 

“The Tent Pin Murder” 
related the slaying of Sisera 
by Jael, wife of Heber. 
Promising Sisera protection 
against his enemy, _ she 
lured him into her tent and 
bade him rest unafraid. As 


cause the man had struck a 
Hebrew. Moses believed his 
act wasS unknown, but 
Pharaoh heard of it and 
Moses was forced to flee to 
Midian. 

The stir caused by the 
sermons increased as the 
weeks went on. But, while 
the pews were packed and 
people stood to hear them, 
many Bristolians protested 
against the innovation. “Un- 
orthodox,” “inelegant,” 
“contrary to church tradi- 
tion,” were some of the 
charges. 

Since the objectors threat- 
ened trouble, Mr. Scorrer’s 
vicar—though he had ap- 
proved of the series in ad- 
vance—-suggested it be dis- 
continued. 

So now, Mr. Scorrer 
preaches “ordinary”  ser- 
mons, agreeable to con- 
servatives. But hundreds of 
less influential worshipers 
wish he would resume those 
gripping “Bible thrillers.”

Both pleaded guilty, 
Mrs. Janicka receiving a year at 
Westfield State Farms and William 
an indefinite term at New York State 
Vocational Institution. 

William was paroled in October, 
1941, violated parole terms twice, was 
returned each time and was released 
in April, 1945. 

Four months later William regis- 
tered at a New York hotel as William 
C. Vanderbilt, his mother at his side. 
He then went to a retail jeweler and 
gave his name, for some reason, as 
William G. K. Vanderbilt. He was 
interested, he said, in a show-window 
$72,000 bracelet as a birthday gift to 
his mother. His bank balance was 
only $50,000 at the moment, but he 
would confer with his father about 
making up the difference.

Progress in Saving Lives 


The history of the U. S. Army Medical Department is a 
thow some highlights in this remarkable record: 


TYPHOID FEVER 


During the Spanish-American Wor, Amer- 
ican troops averoged 140 cases per 
1000 soldiers. in World War I, this was 
cut to 37 per 1000—and in World

Prior to 1914, tetanus (lockjaw) killed 
between 80 and 90% of all its victims. 
In World War |, American techniques 
reduced this mortality rate to less than 
10%. In World War Il, tetanus inoce- 
lations practically ended this danger 
for American soldiers. 


During World War |, opproximately 8% 
of oll wounded Americon soldiers who 
reached hospitals died. In World War Ii, 
this rate was cut to less than 4%, despite 
the use of far more deadly weapons.

foods. For they are the special 
sources of calcium, vitamin A, ribo- 
flavin and other substances which in 
laboratory mice have shown extraor- 
dinary effects, making these animals 
vigorous and healthy long after mice 
on ordinary diets were dead. 

Out in Sapulpa, Okla. a diet of 
bread, meat, milk and wild greens 
proved pretty good for a long time, 
at least for “Aunt Lizzie’ Devers, 
who died recently at the age of 115.

The Peekskill boy was lucky, says 
Dr. William A. Lell, a Philadelphia 
bronchoscopist who has won a na- 
tional reputation fishing harmful 
hardware out of baby throats, lungs 
and stomachs. 

An innocent looking marble is 
especially dangerous to swallow be- 
cause it may lodge in the esophagus 
and cause the surrounding wall to 
swell or even rupture. Its smooth- 
ness makes the ordinary glassy a dif- 
ficult thing to fish out. 

Fach year dozens of youngsters 
are rushed by train or special plane 
to Philadelphia hospitals to get help 
from Dr. Lell, who knows all the 
latest tricks of removing objects that 
never were intended for eating. 

Not long ago a year-old baby gir] 
from Illinois was brought to Dr. Lel] 


/ MD) iose- martes you to eat 
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because she had swallowed a coil 
spring from the joint in her dolly’s 
leg. It was necessary to use a small 
magnet on a long probe to get the 
wire contraption out. 

By far the most common and dan- 
gerous object swallowed, the Phila- 
delphia physician explains, is an open 
Safety pin. In fact safety pins com- 
prise about 30 per cent of all objects 
Swallowed by children. 

Many a mother, in spite of re- 
peated warnings, puts the open safety 
pin within the child’s reach while 
She is changing its clothes. That’s 
almost as serious a dare to a baby 
as the challenge the boys made to 
nine-year-old Eddie. 

Little Mary Lou Kasilo of New 
York had to have a surgical opera- 
tion because an open safety pin she 
had swallowed traveled too far to be 
reached by the usual non-surgical 
instruments. It lodged in her intes. 
tine where its sharp point could have 
done much harm. 

A surgeon at Gouverneur Hospital 
opened the little girl’s abdomen but 
left the intestine intact. By gently 
squeezing the organ he was able to 
shut the pin and leave it to make 
its own exit. 

Before the day of X-rays, doctors 
often were at a loss to locate the 
object that had been swallowed and 
so the risk was great. Now, however, 
there always is a good chance of re- 
covery if the patient gets medical 
attention immediately.

cian’s small patients could have been 
spared a serious illness, he explains, 
if only a little nursemaid had re- 
ported the safety pin she couldn't 
find after changing the baby’s diz pers. 

Shortly after the episode of the 
missing pin the baby got sick. Two 
whole weeks elapsed before the little 
one was taken to the hospital, suffer- 
ing from what appeared to be a case 
of pneumonia. 

Symptoms: weren’t exactly typical, 
however, sO X-rays were taken. 

There, lodged in the infant’s 
esophagus and actually perforating 
it and the wall of the heart was the 
pin the little nursemaid believed 
merely mislaid. 

The pin was removed and the 
baby recovered. 

One of the most unusual swallow- 
ing accidents on record, perhaps, is 
that of a Texas boy of four who tried 
eating the mainspring and cog, a 
small screw and a nut from his 
father’s watch. The youngster stran- 
gled. His excited mother grabbed 
him by the heels, shaking the main- 
spring and cog from his throat. 

That was all there was to it until 
28 years later when the boy, now 
a grown man, went to the dentist. 
Dental X-rays, later checked by a 
number of doctors, showed a screw 
and a nut in the man’s skull. 

A special display at the Children’: 
Hospital in Boston shows all the 
hardware removed from the larynx, 
esophagus and bronchial tubes of 
young patients. 

Cylindrical tubes with a hollow 
center and a tiny lamp at the end of 
the tube are the most commonly used 
instruments for removing. harmful 
things that have been swallowed. 
Technically they are known as the 
bronchoscope and the esophagoscope. 

For removing metallic objects 
small but powerful magnets are used. 

Such a ready-made probe would 
have saved a young New Zealand 
father much work and anxiety re- 
cently when his. baby swallowed a 
nail, but none was available. While 
doctors waited anxiously the father, 
who was an expert radio technician, 
spent two whole days making an 
electro magnet small enough to pass 
down the child’s gullet.

HE city editor leaned back, his feet on his 


Gesk. A few of the staff lounged beside 

their typewriters, talking shop. It was the 
tag-end of a dull night—-so they thought in the 
editorial room of the Washington Herald—with 
nothing more urgent left te do than to wait for 
the presses to roll. 

Then the city desk’s radie, tuned in on police 
calls, began a staccato report. “A shooting has 
occurred—over the Maryland line--Takoma Park 
—that is all, at present.” 

It didn’t sound like a stop-press story, but lean, 
steel-wired Ray Helgesen, the city editor, held to 
the old theory that you never can tell. He was on 
a dead-line, but he still had time to make over 
Page One and catch the last of his paper’s run. 

“Let’s get on this, men,” he said, and he didn’t 
know it then, but he was moving in on a story 
that would stay on Page One for months. He 
was heading into a maze of gangland treachery 
and intrigue. Ahead were dead-lines, of one kind 
or another, for his staff, for himself and finally 
for a ruthless mob. 

He was taking the first step in a campaign of 
public service by which his newspaper ‘(now the 
Washington Times-Herald) helped rout out of 
Washington its toughest racketeers, and finally 
hastened the capture of five professiona! assassins 
who heard juries return the verdict: “Guilty.” 

On that first night, October 23, 1934,:seconds 
counted. Helgesen looked up from his desk. 

“George, get started. Jimmy, go with him. 
Takoma Park.”

A 
re-plate was loaded on. The presses rolled again. 
The paper, with the made-over Page One, hit the 
Street with the report under a two-column head:

MAN IN D. C. WAR 


Allen Wilson, 32, a route carrier for the Herald, 
narried and the father of three children, about 
4 o'clock that morning had turned his car, to 
make a delivery, into the driveway leading to the 
big, gabled house of McDonald, the gambler.

ICTURE a kindly gentleman sit- 

ting comfortably in a chair. 

He is conversing amiably with 
a man and a woman who sit on a 
sofa in an attractive living room. 

From the nursery come the shouts 
of a youngster at play and the soft 
voice of his nurse. In the kitchen, 
lunch is being prepared. 

A friendly visit with a neighbor? 

Not at all. This pleasant scene is 
a hearing in New York’s new “Court 
of Reconciliation.” Though the prob- 
lems brought there by unhappy cou- 
ples may be as old as marriage itself, 
the courtroom’s plans are something 
different under the legal sun. 

With divorce figures in the nation 
mounting to all-time highs, authori- 
ties are being spurred to new meas- 
ures designed to save tottering mar- 
riages. One of these is the “Court 
of Reconciliation” where judges ex- 
pert in smoothing marital troubles 
can talk to estranged mates in an ef- 
fort to forestall legal action. 

Sociologists point out that the end 
of the war is only partly responsible 
for the current tidal wave of divorces. 
In 1920, two years after the close of 
World War I, there were 165 divorces 
in every 1,000 marriages in this coun- 
try. By 1940, before we even got into 
World War II, this number had leaped 
to 212 per 1,000. 

Banking on a fresh approach to 
halt the trend, New York authorities 
operate the new Court of Reconcilia- 
tion, called the “home term,” in a 
seven-room apartment. Its layout 
bears no resemblance to the usual 
chill austerity of a courtroom. 

“In a living room,” its planners 
declare, “couples feel encouraged to 
tell what is really troubling them. 
They don’t feel that they are ‘in 
court’ and have reached the end of 
the marital road.”

The 
judge himself may join the family in 
a cup of tea. 

Should the living-room court meet 
with the full success anticipated, a 
Similar one will be established in 
each of the five boroughs of the city. 

Its record already is excellent. One 
of the first cases involved a veteran 
and his young bride who were drift- 
ing apart because of “in-law” trouble. 
Talking it over in “home term” led 
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them to agree to try again. 
In another case, a wife com- 
plained that her husband was drink- 
ing too much and when intoxicated 
struck her. He declared he wanted 
to be cured and was referred to Alco- 
holics Anonymous. Reporting back 
later, they said that his drinking was 
stopped and they had been reconciled. 
Extravagance by the wife brought 

in still another couple. They were 
shown that their trouble could be 
solved without a permanent split.

Officials of the Association of the 
Bar of ghe City of New York point 
out that they are actively interested 
in preserving marriages. Lawyers, 
they say, often are unjustly maligned 
as encouraging divorce to obtain a 
fee. The truth, they declare, is that 
attorneys are not only morally in 
favor of reconciliation but are better 
off financially when legal action can 
be avoided. Court hearings take time. 

“We hope to see experiments like 
the living-room court carried out suc- 
cessfully and enlarged,” said Oscar 
S. Rosner, chairman of the associa- 
tion’s domestic relations committee. 

From Massachusetts’ famed Suf- 
folk Probate Court, Judge Robert 
Gardiner Wilson, Jr., has issued a call 
for the establishment of Courts of 
Reconciliation all over the land. 

“They must have a man experi- 
enced in solving marital problems 
at their head,” Judge Wilson said. 

Judge Wilson reached his conclu- 
sion after receiving many letters from 
persons begging him to save their 
marriages before they reached the 
divorce courts. Frequently, by per- 
sonal interviews, he has been suc- 
cessful in straightening out trouole.

VERYBODY knows that it’s a 

human failing to put off unpleas- 

ant tasks. Psychiatrists know 
that a serious mental condition, called 
abulia, may easily result from it. 

Abulia means “paralysis of the 
will.” It occurs when worry about 
unpleasant things to be done becomes 
so acute that even normal pursuits 
can not be done effectively. 

The other day I was invited out 
for an impromptu Sunday dinner and 
foolishly agreed, after the meal, to 
help with the dishes. The next thing 
I knew I was washing Saturday’s 
dishes, too. 

My hostesses, two school ma’ams, 
next pulled out Friday’s dishes. The 
water was getting cold, and the only 
soap left was a perfumed toilet va- 
riety. The finishing touch was when 
Thursday’s dishes were brought out. 

I had to cut the grease with gaso- 
line, then polish it off with perfumed 
soap and cold water. While I was 
doing it, I was murmuring, to my- 
self, “Abulia, abulia, abulia...” 

Because cleaning the dishes was 
such an unpleasant task, the chore 
had been put off. It became a men- 
tal block, a deterrent to good house- 
keeping. The idea of washing the 
easy dishes, the chinaware and 
glasses, became abhorrent. 

History is full of examples of men 
and women who have taken the other 
course, and done the unpleasant tasks 
first. They have proved that it pays. 

Here’s a man, for example, who 
Started out with the most unpleasant 
tasks. His name was Peter Aleksee- 
vich, but to his miHions of Russian 
Subjects he was Known as Peter the 
Great. He stood six feet eight inches 
tall, and he got things done. 

He started Russia's first factories, 
Originated the country’s postal serv- 
ice, changed the money system, intro- 
duced. the standard calendar, and 
Started town councils for local gov- 
ernment, He built a whole new city, 
St. Petersburg, now Leningrad, to be 
closer to the other European capitals. 

Peter accomplished things, but he 
began by working incognito as a la- 
borer while the other nobles played. 

When he assumed authority, he 
did the unpleasant things first. Rus- 
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sian nobles were proud of their large, 
bushy, uncut beards. Peter made 
them cut them off, and put a prohibi- 
tive tax on beards. The furor over 
this was even greater than over the 
building of Russia’s first shipyard. 
Peter also sheared off the long, 
dirt-catching cloaks, and snipped the 
long sleeves to wrist-length. He started 
out by getting these personal, un- 
pleasant tasks done—and then he set 
about building a nation. 

We don’t have to go back 
into history to prove that it is 
better to do the difficult first. 

Frank Phillips, for instance. 
He started out as a barber, 
but by drilling for oii in Inac- 
cessible places that others did 
not think even worth testing, 
he hecame one of the leaders 
of the industry. 

Then he decided to sell his 
gasoline direct to the motor- 
ists. He knew nothing about 
retail selling, but he knew how 
to learn. He had his men 
locate the worst place in the 
country to locate a filling sta- 
tion. From what he learned 
there, Phillips set up an enor- 
mous String of stations, con- 
nected witn the refineries by 
pipelines. 

They cali Frank Phillips the 
“King of the Independents” 
now. He earned that title by 
tackling the hardest jobs and 
getting them done. 

Sir Thomas Lipton, the 
cheerful Irishman whose trade 
was international, kept his 
motto always on his desk, It 
was: “Work is my fun.” 

A 16-year-old boy who could hard- 
ly read or write decided to go into 
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business for himself. He borrowed 
the money his mother had saved, 
and he started a ferry. 

For a location he picked the place 
where competition was hardest—-New 
York City. He figured he could get 
more done that way. With his own 
arms stroking the oars, he started out 
in business. All the odds were against 
him, but his ferry became a fleet of 
steam-operated ferries, later a line of 
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One of Peter the Great's Herdest Jobs 
Was to Make the Russians Cut Off Their 
Long Beards, Coats and Sleeves. 
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river boats, and, finally, control over 
one of the nation’s railroads. 

His name? Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
who never looked for smooth sailing 
at the start of an enterprise, and 
wound up a multimillionaire. 

The man who gets things done 
likes his work. He has no unpleasant 
tasks hanging over his head, because 
he cleaned them up at the outset. 

Did you ever put off putting out 
the garbage? If you did, you found 
out that the less disagreeable tasks 
that you did instead were almost as 
distasteful as putting out the garbage 
would have been. 

Ask a mother what her most dis- 
agreeable task is, and she'll come 
back quick with—“Washing baby 
clothes!” Many a mother has told me 
that dreading the baby’s wash is as 
tiring, as difficult, as actually doing 
it. This is no news to psychologists. 
Mentally doing a distasteful task sev- 
eral times, in worry, is far worse than 
doing it once actually and having it 
over with. 

Arthur Balfour decided, late in 
life, to take up golf. He practiced 
on sand, instead of on sod, and he 
worked on putting for weeks. After 
three months’ work on the hard part, 
he played his first golf game, and 
beat his friends, who had been play- 
ing for years. They'd been practicing 
on the easy shots. 

The Army, operating on this same 
principle, reversed the usual order of 
teaching the international radio code. 
Beginners learned the harder com- 
binations first—and then the easy let- 
ters were learned with no difficulty. 

Do the hard things first. Begin 
the day with the most disagreeable 
tasks, and you'll find that the rest 
becomes a pleasure,

HE institution of marriage, which
